WHY A BOOK-STORE LOSES TRADE 

Wuy does a book-store lose trade? Not 
“lose trade” in the sense that its customers 
cease entirely to buy books, though book- 
stores do lose trade every year in just this 
way, but in the sense of losing customers to 
other book-stores, to department stores, to 
any one of the other agencies that, in these 
days of flux, are selling books. 

A writer in a recent issue of System 
analyzes the results of an investigation which 
he had made as to why stores lose trade. Here 
is his summing up of reasons: Indifference 
of salespeople 24%, Attempts to substitute 
12%, Errors 9%, Tricky Methods 9%, Slow 
Deliveries 8%, Over Insistence of Salespeo- 
ple 8%, Insolence of Employees 7%, Unneces- 
sary Delays in Service 6%, Tactless Business 
Policies 5%, Bad Arrangement of Store 4%, 
Ignorance of Salespeople Concerning Goods 
3%, Refusal to Exchange Purchases 2%, Poor 
Quality of Goods 1%. 

It should be pointed out that this was an 
investigation of men customers and of general 
retail stores. Book-stores would show up 
very differently in the relative division of 
specific causes for complaints, yet we imagine 
that the final summing of System applies just 
as justly to the book-trade: “Therein lies the 
kernel of the problem of handling the trade of 
the average man—service. Of the 194 rea- 
sons given by him for withdrawing his trade, 
55 are attributable to faulty methods, and 
139—71.6%—to incompetent service.” 

From some sorts of incompetent service 
the book-trade, owing to the generally higher 
grade of help employed, is comparatively im- 
mune. The bookseller may have to combat 
ignorance on the part of some of his sales 
force—indeed that is probably the overwhelm- 
ingly most important defect of the book-store 
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service to-day; but he does not have to re- 
prove insolence to. customers or, generally 
speaking, to energize indifference. Substitu- 
tion, except of differing editions perhaps, is 
rarely possible in the book-store; if a cus- 
tomer wants Kipling’s Poems, Wordsworth’s 
will hardly satisfy him! But the fundamental 
defect underlying substitution, viz., Inadequate 
Stock, is probably the greatest problem, next 
to insufficiently trained employees, which the 
bookseller has to face. It is impossible for 
any book-store to keep in stock a tithe of the 
books in print; every day it must, perforce, 
make special order to meet some customer’s 
demand. But not to have that customer’s 
book immediately at hand is a distinct disap- 
pointment to him, no matter with how little 
or much justice he may blame the bookseller 
therefor. No one thing perhaps drives more 
customers from little book-shops to big ones 
than the greater stocks the larger shops can 
carry, and only more intimate and careful per- 
sonal service from the smaller shop can coun- 
teract this strong tendency. 

Tricky Methods, we are glad to believe, 
seldom form part of the customer’s indictment 
of his bookseller; while Refusal to Exchange 
Purchases can likewise seldom be charged to 
the bookseller for the simple reason that his 
wares are obviously not the sort that suffer 
exchange “with impunity.” As to how far 
Over Insistence to Make Sales drives away 
the bookseller’s custom it is more difficult to 
say. Book buyers are notoriously browsers: 
it takes discrimination to detect the man who 
wants only to be left alone; and the booksel- 
ler, more than any other retailer, has to steer 


| a nice course between the Scylla of obtrusive 


assistance on the one hand and the Charybdis 
of indifference on the other. 

There remains Bad Arrangement of Store 
as a factor drawing or repulsing trade, and 
an important factor it is too. Standards there 
are as yet none, however, and just what makes 
one book-store more attractive—attractive in 
a literal sense—than another it is sometimes 
difficult to say. Some years ago* we had 


occasion to say something editorially about 


the temperature, psychological not physical, of 
stores. There are stores, splendid in their 
appointments and immaculate in their care, 
which seem from their chilly perfection to 
repel trade. There are other stores, dear to 
your true book-lover, whose bookish pseudo- 
disorder is an invitation to browse—and to

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buy. Book-stores ought not to be too orderly. 
Fortunate the bookseller who has mastered 
the happy art of making his store truly “in- 
viting.” 


THE passing of John Henry Cook, for many 
years the head of G. W. Dillingham & Com- 
pany, breaks another link with the older gene- 
ration of publishers. His early life had been 
a varied and adventurous one. It took him 
some years to find the niche he was event- 
ually to fill, but in the fifty years during 
which he was directly or indirectly connected 
with the book business he won the genuine 
respect and affection of the trade. 


EXPRESS COMPANIES’ LIABILITY FOR 
SHIPMENTS DEFINED ANEW 


Tue Appellate Term of the Supreme Court 
of. New York State has just handed down two 
decisions, written by Justice Bijur, dealing 
with express company receipts. In brief, they 
decide that the burden of declaring a higher 
valuation than $50 at the time of shipment is 
entirely on the shipper. In the case of the 
suit of Belle Lichterman against the Adams 
Express Company, the court holds that the 
receipt is binding on the shipper, despite the 
fact that it was not read. The other case, 
namely, the suit of William H. Granberry 
against the American Express Company, the 
court holds that the carrier’s liability is lim- 
ited to $50 in the event the shipper has failed 
to declare a higher value. The court accord- 
ingly reduced the judgment obtained in the 
lower court from $360 to $50. 

Granberry delivered to the American Ex- 
press Company a package to be transported 
to another point in New York City. The 
package was lost. It was conceded that at 
time of delivery to the carrier no valuation of 
the shipment was declared by the shipper or 
requested by the carrier: 


“The only question involved is in regard to the 
limitation of defendant’s liability to the amount of 
$50,” says Judge Bijur in his opinion. ‘“‘As a matter 
of practical interest, it appears that the forms of 
receipt formerly used by the defendant prior to the 
Cummins amendment to the Interstate Commerce 
law has recently been changed, probably to conform 
to the requirements of the Cummins amendment, 
approved March 4, 1915, so that the same receipt may 
be used for interstate and intrastate shipments in- 
terchangeably. The present form of receipt contains 
no express limitation upon the carrier’s liability. A 
note on its face refers to a requirement that the 
value of the article shipped must be declared under 
certain circumstances, but there is no provision indi- 
cating that the carrier’s liability shall be varied ac- 
cording to the value of the contents. On the face 
of the receipt, however, it is recited that the article 
is received subject to the classifications and tariffs in 
effect on the date hereof. 

“Whatever doubt may have been heretofore enter- 
tained regarding the binding character of these tariffs 
when duly filed as constructive notice to the carrier 
has been removed as to interstate shipment by Bos- 
ton & Maine R. R. v. Hooker (238 U. S., 97; 
Barstow v. N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. (158 A. D., 
665), and as to intrastate shipments, referring to 
tariffs filed with the Public Service Commission in 
this State,, Gardiner v. N. Y. C. & H. R. yy 3 
faot NN. Y., $07), Lewa v. XN. Y., OC. 2 Wc EE E.

(210 N. Y., 429, 432). The appropriate tariff duly 
filed by the defendant provides: 

“*Rule 13. Valuation Charges: 

“*(a) The rates governed by this classification are 
based upon a value of not exceeding $50 on each 
shipment of roo pounds or less, and not exceeding 
50 cents per pound, actual weight, on each shipment 
weighing more than 100 pounds, and the liability of 
the express company is limited to the value above 
stated unless a greater value is declared at time of 
shipment, and the declared value in excess of the 
value specified is paid for, or agreed to be paid for, 
under the schedules of charges for excess value.’ 

“I think that both by way of contract (Belger v. 
Dinsmore, 51 N. Y., 156; see also cases cited in 
Lichterman case, supra), and by reason of the binding 
character of the tariff itself, the plaintiff was bound 
by, and the defendant entitled to' the benefit of, the 
limitation of its liability to $50 dependent upon the 
valuation or rather absence of valuation by the ship- 
per of the package. It is conceded that such limita- 
tion coincident with a fixing of rates dependent upon 
the value of the goods shipped, placed at the option 
of the shipper, is a valid regulation (Hart v. Penn. 
x Ms, 129 -U. &.. 2303; 

“The only question that has occurred to me has 
been whether the provision of defendant’s tariff is 
to be construed as awarding to it an option to inquire 
as to the value of the package and to fix its rate and 
liability accordingly, and importing a waiver if no 
such inquiry is made (Meister v. Woolverton, 140 
A. D., 926, aproved in Robinson v. N. Y. C. & H. R. 
R. R., 145 A. D., 301, affirmed on the opinion of 
Miller, J., 203 N. Y., 627.) I think, however, that 
the language of section 38 of the Public Service Com- 
mission law so construed in those cases differs ma- 
terially from the provision of defendant’s tariff in 
the instant case, and that the doctrine of waiver 
there applied is not applicable here. 

“The judgment must therefore be reduced to $50, 
with appropriate costs in the court below, and as so 
modified affirmed, with costs of this appeal to appel- 
lant.—All concur.” 


FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION BE- 
GINS INQUIRY INTO PAPER SITUA- 
TION 
THe Federal Trade Commission began, 
August I, its investigation into the causes of 
the phenomenal increases of price which pa- 
per manufacturers and jobbers are asking for 
paper. The commission has sent invitations 
to over 6000 periodicals (newspapers and 
magazines), asking them to present any evi- 
dence or information they may have, while 
it was announced that special agents of the 
commission are now at work examining the 
accounts of the principal makers of print 

paper in the United States and Canada. 

The hearings this week were attended by a 
number of representatives of the publishers 
and of the paper mills. Among the organiza- 
tions represented were the Pennsylvania State 
Editorial Association, the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, the Pennsyl- 
vania Associated Dailies, the Associated 
Weeklies of Pennsylvania, the Pittsburgh 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, the News 
Print Manufacturers’ Association and the In- 
ternational Paper Company. There were also 
present various representatives of the mills 
and periodicals who came in their private 
capacity. While most of the discussion the 
first day was on news paper, all kinds of 
paper are directly involved. 

The most significant feature of the testi- 
mony was the explicit statement of Frank P. 
Glass, of the Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, that that association is gathering legal 
facts which they believe will show that an 
agreement exists among paper manufacturers,

And no mill will 
offer to supply paper upon a contract after 
the end of the present calendar year. Since 
the recent advance in the price of paper, many 
publishers have lost their profits, and Mr. 
Glass said that if the tendency toward higher 


prices continues many periodicals will have to |

J. H. Zerbey, representing the Pennsylvania 
Associated Dailies and the National Editorial 
Association, told of the troubles now being 
encountered by the small periodical publishers 
throughout the country. He said he wrote 





to from thirty to forty mills and brokers 


| asking them to supply him, and only three of 


them answered his inquiry. Of these, one 
refused to supply him, another took the mat- 
ter under advisement, and the third said that 
he would sell ‘a partial supply; but all three 
asked why he did not go back to the mill 
which had previously furnished him. He sug- 
gested that if the manufacturers are finding 
their expenses excessive they should begin by 
disposing of their very large and costly selling 
force. Such a large selling force is not neces- 
sary at the present time. 

Mr. Zerby testified that one paper concern 
held in reserve more than $1,000,000 worth of 
goods. Other witnesses alleged that the paper 


relieve the situation; that they were not work- 
ing to their extreme capacity or to develop 
new sources of supply. 

Mr. P. T. Dodge, representing the paper 
manufacturers in general and the International 
Paper Company in particular, was finally led 
into giving some of the most elaborate testi- 
mony offered on behalf of the paper manu- 
facturers. The witness said that the Interna- 
tional Paper Company manufactures about 
one-third of the paper supply of the United 
States, the Canadian mills manufacture about 
one-third, and the remainder is manufactured 
by the smaller mills of the United States. He 
said that the International carries about $2,- 
000,000 worth of paper stock (37,000 tons) 
on hand to take care of insurance, losses, etc., 
a supply which guarantees a constant supply 
of paper to the many clients of the Interna- 
tional. 

Mr. Dodge said, directly contradicting the 
testimony of consumers, that the demand for 
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paper is outstripping the supply, and this 
demand is extraordinary at the present time. 
While the summer demands are light, the mills 
utilize the opportunity to store up a stock of 
paper for the increased demands beginning 
about October. This is the first summer, said 
Mr. Dodge, in a long time in which the mills 
have found it impossible to add to their stock. 
He said that the present trouble grows out 
of the sudden burst of prosperity and other 
extraordinary circumstances, and advanced 
the opinion that the condition will probably 
correct itself within the next two months 
or so. 

He further declared that the present paper 
situation had been brought about largely 
through legislation in the United States. He 
made reference to the recent tariff change 
which placed newsprint paper on the free list, 
which tariff change was followed by a prohi- 
bition in Canada against the exnortation of 
wood cut on crown lands. This has resulted 
in a checking of the growth of the newsprint 
paper industry in the United States. Within 
the immediate past, Mr. Dodge said, there 
have been established in the United States no 
new mills, while there have been a number of 
new mills built in Canada. The International 
now has under consideration three sites in 
Canada and will very likely construct a mill 
in Canada before long. If this condition con- 
tinues, the witness declared, the paper indus- 
try will gradually leave the United States and 
move to Canada. 

At the prices prevailing in the United 
States, domestic mills cannot make a reason- 
able profit on their investment, said Mr. 
Dodge. The International is now paying but 
2 per cent. on its preferred stock, and that 
company has not the least watered stock. As 
a matter of fact, said the witness, the assets 
of the International are greatly in excess of 
the capitalization. He said his company is 
increasing the production of newsprint paper 
in its American mills, but is building no 
new mills here. Extensions will be made 
outside the United States, inasmuch as it is 
imposible to make a reasonable profit on paper 
mill property in this country now. As in- 
dicative of the great increase in the Canadian 
industry, Mr. Dodge said that the imports of 
this paper from Canada amount to about 1000 
tons a day, whereas previously only about 75 
tons a day were brought in. 

Of all the wood available for paper manu- 
facture on this continent, said the witness, 
only about 20 per cent. is in the United States. 
Canada has by far the greater supply of the 
raw material, and it is impossible to bring that 
supply to the American mills on account of 
the situation which has come about by reason 
of the tariff law which placed newsprint on 
the freelist. 

The commission does not expect to be able 
to make its report before October 1.

In all 7305 entered the contest, which, it will 
be remembered, was to pick the ten volumes 
in Everyman’s Library best suited to start a 
library and the best ten additions to the 
Library. The list below compiled by Mr. 
Burkhardt, of the Dutton Company, shows 
no less than fifty-four different professions 
and businesses, not including 95 unfortunate 
prize-winners with “no business.”

AUTHORS’ LEAGUE CRITICIZES 
“AVERAGE” BOOK CONTRACT 


PURSUANT to its announced campaign in 
favor of a standardized book contract, the 
Authors’ League has through its official 
Bulletin printed the following criticism of an 
“average printed form book contract used by 
many publishers.” The critique is in the 
guise of a “letter written to one of the mem- 
bers of the League in response to a request on 
the part of the member for an analysis of 
the document submitted by a publisher”: 

First: This contract assigns to the pub- 
lisher everything save translation rights; is 
so inclusive as to give him all save one of 
the rights incidental to copyright. It is al- 
ways advisable for the author to keep the 
copyright in himself and to license or grant 
such of the rights included in the copyright 
as it is agreed the publisher should have. 





the number of pages in their morning, evening | The publisher takes the stand that it is a very 
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simple matter for him to take out the copy- 
right and that he needs it for the purpose of 
protecting the author. Let us first analyze 
what his position in the matter would be. 
Someone dramatizes the work or someone 
creates therefrom a motion picture; you can- 
not bring an action to stop it; your publisher 
is not sufficiently interested therein to stop 
it. You cannot compel him to stop it be- 
cause any damages that may be recovered 
therein belong to the publisher and you can- 
not state that the dramatization will affect 
your royalty. Viewed from another side, 
suppose that the publisher passed into bank- 
ruptcy; the result of this would be that his 
receiver or trustee would have a right to sell 
this copyright and you would have to look to 
the bankrupt concern for royalties, which in 
that event of course it could not pay and in 
the United States the purchaser would take 
the copyright free of the obligations of the 
publisher to pay you any money. On the 
other hand, if the copyright is in you, the 
license would terminate upon the non-payment 
of royalty. England, by a separate act, has 
taken care of this situation by allowing the 
purchaser to take a copyright under such cir- 
cumstances only subject to the author’s agree- 
ment. 

Second: It is never advisable to give up all 
the rights in a work. Dramatic rights may 
have no present value. Motion-picture rights 
may not be presently salable, but both may be- 
come very valuable in the future; other and 
now unforeseen rights in and to a literary 
work may be hereafter created, as were 
motion-picture rights. Under the proposed 
contract all of these passed; serial rights and 
syndicate rights also have a value and they 
are frequently in excess of the translation 
rights, the monetary return upon which is 
rarely very large. 

Third: It is inadvisable to give to the pub- 
lisher the right to trademark the title. It is 
possible that an author will write a series of 
tales and if the title were trademarked and 
you then changed your publisher, the result 
might be that you and your new publisher 
would be chargeable with unfair competition 
and perhaps an infringement of trademark. 

Fourth: It is inadvisable to give to the 
publisher the absolute right to change the 
name or title of a work. It leaves in the 
publisher the opportunity to change the title 
to his own_advantage, perhaps to your detri- 
ment by fitting it with a series of other 
works which he may be publishing or may 
hereafter publish. 

Fifth: Also with regard to the copyright, 
proposed contract contains no statement as 
to where copyright is to be taken out, whether 
only in the United States 6r in all countries 
granting copyright or copyright protection 
throughout the world, and it is possible that 
if your copyright is not protected in coun- 
tries where the translation rights may have a 
value, these might be absolutely lost. 

Sixth: The contract does not state when 
the work will be published. Publisher may 
not find it convenient to publish it for the next 





five years; in the meantime you would not 
receive any royalties, and after that time its 
publication might be of no value to you. It 
is advisable to state the time within which 
the publication should be made, and in this 
connection, if the publication is to be made 
within a reasonable time, it can be stated at 
the time of making the contract whether the 
book shall be published in cloth, paper, or 
in boards. 

Seventh: It is inadvisable to take a small 
percentage on the paper or cheap edition or 
for the edition sold in boards, because in most 
cases you cannot find out how many of the 
cheap editions have been sold, the practice of 
the publishers being to sell the right to print 
and publish a fixed number for a lump price, 
and if you are to be paid only on the number 
of copies sold, you will have to follow the 
person who gets the right to manufacture 
same to see how many he disposes of. It is 
very rare that the same publisher gets out 
the cloth bound and also the paper edition. 

Eighth: It is inadvisable for you to wait 
four months for your money after the date of 
each statement. The joker in this clause lies 
in the fact that no statement is rendered un- 
less you apply therefor. Should you apply 
on the first days of January and July, the 
publisher begins to prepare a statement upon 
your application and he then has until the 
ends of the respective months of January and 
July to render the account and four months 
from the date thereof only does your money 
become due. In other words, sales up to 
January Ist need be paid only on June rst. 
There is absolutely no need for this. If a 
concern is responsible, it should pay its debts 
when they are determined or at least thirty 
days thereafter, that is, payment should be 
made on or before March Ist and Septem- 
ber Ist. 

Ninth: It is inadvisable to accept a royalty 
on the price actually paid when books are 
sold to canvassers, especially when it says 
“canvassers or otherwise,” because anyone 
may be included in the “otherwise” and 
especially when it is dependent upon a dis- 
count greater than that allowed to the largest 
buyers in the regular trade. By way of ex-. 
ample, let us assume that a book is to retail 
at $1.35; this would give you thirteen and 
one-half cents a copy; also that the discount 
allowed to the largest buyers in the regular 
trade brings the price of the $1.35 book net 
down to eighty-eight cents; let us then as- 
sume that a canvasser buys the book for 
eighty-six cents, or let us assume that a 
friend of the publisher gets an inside price 
of eighty-six cents; on these your royalty 
would be eight and six-tenth cents and the 
contract would leave you no redress and there 
is nothing in the contract that allows you to 
examine the books of the publisher to verify 
the price, though the price may vary, at 
which books were sold so as to determine 
whether you have received your royalties on 
the proper basis. 

Tenth: It is inadvisable to forego royalty 
upon books sold at or below cost of manu- 
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facture unless the elements of the cost of 
manufacture are determined. Some publish- 
ers charge a proportionate amount of their 
entire advertising bills to every book, regard- 
less of whether such book received a pro- 
portionate expenditure of advertising or not. 
They are also in some instances apt to charge 
the average cost of the manufacture of a 
single book by taking into consideration the 
cost of the manufacture of all their books and 
in some instances very many books of a much 
higher proportionate cost than the individual 
book are considered in this calculation. It is 
advisable either to limit the low price or to 
state actual cost of the manufacture of the 
aforesaid book. 

Eleventh: There is nothing in the contract 
which gives any copies free of charge to you, 
nor at any price less than the retail price list. 
The lowest number that I have seen given to 
authors by contract is six. The highest number 
of free copies to authors has been twenty-four. 

Eleven-A. It is inadvisable to limit your- 
self to half of what may be received for the 
privilege given to others to publish parts or 
selections of the book for compensation as 
stated in the proposed contract, because com- 
pensation may not be limited to monetary re- 
turn; the author should receive half of the 
value of whatever is given for this right, if 
any consideration be given. For instance, a 
periodical or newspaper might in considera- 
tion of serial rights grant to the pub- 
lisher three full pages of advertising for a 
year. Technically this might not be consid- 
ered compensation, actually the three full 
pages of advertising would have a commer- 
cial value, and the author should receive a 
proportion of their cash value. 

Twelfth: It seems little short of taking 
something for nothing for the author to divide 
the return from dramatic rights, serial rights, 
etc. If these rights have any value, the best 
that the publisher should be entitled to is an 
agent’s commission. The contention of the 
publisher in this respect most frequently is 
expressed as follows: the publisher makes an 


author by putting his book on the market | 


and if it were not published, the dramatic 
rights might never have been discovered. The 
argument might have some foundation if the 
publisher were even to a degree a philan- 
thropic institution and were doing the author 
a favor by publishing his work. Experience, 
however, has proven this not to be the fact. 
The publisher puts your book on the market 
because he expects to make some money 
thereon, and unless his judgment absolutely 
fails he does make some money thereon. The 
best that he does do, considering all the cir- 
cumstances, is to introduce your book so that 
a producer might see its dramatic value. A 
dramatic agent could do the same thing. The 
publisher does nothing toward the sale of the 
dramatic rights and it seems fair that his re- 
muneration should be limited to the compen- 
sation generally paid dramatic agents, which 
is rarely in excess of Io per cent. 

Thirteenth: If you are to pay for correc- 
tions it is advisable to pay only upon presen- 





tation of a bill showing that the cost ex- 
ceeded $25, or whatever the arrangement may 
be, and the bill should eontain a statement 
showing how the figures are arrived at. It is 
inadvisable to await a reassignment of the 
copyright until all the copies remaining on 
hand shall have been sold, in the event of a 
declination on the part of the publisher to put 
out a new edition if the plates, etc., are ren- 
dered valueless by fire. An insignificant fire 
might spoil part of the plates. The book at 
that time may be having a comparatively 
small sale. There may be on hand a few 
copies, the last of which may not be sold for 
a number of years. Advertising of the book 
may have ceased and with no pushing the last 
few copies may not be disposed of. In the 
meantime copyright remains dormant in the 
hands of the publisher, which is unfair to 
the author. Of course, my theory of the mat- 
ter is that the copyright should remain in the 
author and upon a declination under these 
circumstances, publisher should have a right 
to sell copies on hand without paying any 
royalty and his license to publish should in 
this contingency, at the option of the author, 
cease and determine. 

Clause Seventh in the proposed agreement 
provides for a reversion of the copyright. It 
is impossible for something which as such you 
never had to revert to you. If you had the 
copyright and granted a license, then the out- 
standing right could readily revert to you, but 
where the copyright is taken out in the name 
of the publisher there is nothing left to revert 
to the author. Either the copyright must be 
taken out in the name of the author or there 
must be a provision for the assignment of 
copyright. 

Fourteenth: The infringement clause, as 
stated in the proposed agreement, lacks suff- 
cient incentive for the publisher to sue for 
damages or injunction in the event of an in- 
fringement; for instance, an innocent in- 
fringement might net by way of damage far 
less than the expense entailed upon getting 
the decree, even considering its effect upon the 
sale of the work. It is fair to suppose, under 
such conditions, that the publisher might not 
bring any proceedings to protect the copy- 
right. In this clause, it is usual to add in 
substance that in the event of a failure of the 
publisher upon ten days’ written notice of 
the author, to take the necessary proceedings, 
that the author shall have the option of ter- 
minating the rights of the publisher or the 
option to retain counsel and bring such pro- 
ceedings at the expense of the publisher. 

Finally, I suggest a re-reading of the 
eleventh paragraph and that reference be 
made therein to the protection of the copy- 
right by the publisher, if the publisher is to 
have it, so that the translation rights will 
have some value.

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WHY PRINTING COSTS MORE 

Tue PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY has had frequent 
occasion during the last year or so to com- 
ment upon rising costs in the printing field. 
As we have pointed out, increasing printing 
costs are chargeable to no single item, but 
to increases of from two or three to two 
or three hundred per cent. on practically every 
single item, from stitching wire to labor. This 
is interestingly shown in tabloid form by the 
following schedule of price advances recently 
sent out by the printers of New York City:

Most printing inks to- 
day are of inferior “spending” or “covering” quality 
—caused by the inability of ink-makers to secure 
proper ingredients. Consequently, from 40 per cent. 
to 75 per cent. more ink is now required to cover a 
given printed surface. Thus, an ink formerly priced 
at 50 cents per pound—advanced now by 20 per cent. 
(10 cents per pound) to 60 cents per pound—actually 
costs the printer, in the finished job, at least 84 cents 
per pound. This increase is accounted for because 
of the decreased covering qualities of the ink. Un- 
certain drying qualities cause delays in the pressroom. 
Sheets cannot be quickly backed-up; slip-sheeting is 
more necessary than ever before; forms require wash- 
ing-out oftener, thus causing increased time in press- 
work and increased cost on the job.

NOTES FROM PARIS 


(Special correspondence to the London “Bookseller” 
and the New York PusiisHers’ WEEKLY.) 


THE war has wrought so many changes in 
the streets of Paris that the disappearance of 
any particular shop is hardly noticed by the 
general public. Of the many hundreds who 
pass every day up or down the Rue Laffitte, 
probably not one in a thousand ever noticed 
that the Librairie Achille had ceased to exist. 
Now that the death of the proprietor has 
been announced in the papers, we suddenly 
remember that it is a long time since we saw 
his refined and intellectual head above the 
few books in the shop window. 

Achille was a bookseller of the best type. 
He had read, or, at least, had dipped into every 
book he sold, and he knew: the address of 
every literary man in Paris. He was originally 
in charge of a bookshop in the Boulevards—a 
branch of the well-known firm of Levy, now 
Culmann-Levy—and his quiet urbanity and ex- 
tensive literary knowledge soon brought round 
him many customers, amongst whom were such 
celebrities as Alexandre Dumas fils, Emile 
Augier, Labiche, “Uncle” Sarcey, Aurelien 
Scholl, and others of less renown. 

Some of these famous authors persuaded 
Achille to set up for himself, and he took a 
shop in the Rue Laffitte, but a few yards from 
the Boulevards, whither his old clients fol- 
lowed him. Later generations of authors did 
not regard him with quite so much respect and 
veneration, but many of his old customers re- 
mained, and the business, if not lucrative, suf- 
ficed for his needs. The only incident which 
disturbed the placidity of his life was a bur- 
glary, some years ago. The thieves carried off 
some books, which were not worth as much 
as they thought, and the contents of the till, 
and also, much to Achille’s annoyance, the old 
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slippers in which he used to shuffle about the 
shop. He is reported to have said that the 
burglars were welcome to the money and books 
if they would only bring back his old shoes. 

When the war broke out, Achille’s business 
declined to such an extent that he gave up 
the shop, and retired to his private apart- 
ment, which was situated in a cross street 
nearby, and where a few of his remaining 
customers and friends—with him the terms 
were synonymous—used still to come to talk 
over bookish matters. 

Another death which occurred recently was 
that of M. Emile Faguet, of the French 
Academy. In his early days he was a school- 
master, and ultimately became Professor of 
French Literature at the University of. Paris. 
His health failed several years ago, and being 
confined to his room, he poured forth books 
on various subjects—mainly criticism and meta- 
physics. His works include critical studies on 
the literature and drama of the last four cen- 
turies; several books on Rousseau, and an 
account of the love affairs of celebrated 
authors. He also put forth a dozen volumes 
concerning politics, philosophy, and sociology, 
and, in addition to book work, wrote many 
articles for reviews and journals. He has been 
greatly praised for the lucidity of his style, 
but many of his books are very far from being 
easy reading. He was in his 68th year at the 
time of his death. 

In the late Victorian days, young ladies of 
the Miss Podsnap order were forbidden to 
read the works of Ouida. That writer was 
then considered too “rapid,” but would now be 
deemed vapid by the modern young person of 
fifteen, who can assimilate stronger fare. I 
do not imagine that there is still a very active 
demand for “Moths”—which parents and guar- 
dians would by no means suffer their charges 
to read—or “Under Two Flags.” In the last- 
named book, the hero is a very remarkable 
young man, who, at his first shot with a bor- 
rowed rifle, brings down an eagle that is a 
mere speck in the sky! In these days we 
should send him to the front, and put him in 
charge of an anti-aircraft gun. 

Perhaps the best thing she ever wrote was 
the short and pathetic little story, “Two Little 
Wooden Shoes.” Two Italian composers, 
Puccini and Mascagni, seem to have been 
simultaneously struck with the idea that the 
book would furnish a libretto for what is 
called a “comic” opera, though it is often very 
far from being at all comic. The publishing 
firms who back these rival composers there- 
fore wrote to the English publisher to know 
what price he asked for the copyright, but he 
replied that Miss de la Ramé died intestate 
at Viareggio, in Italy, and’ the right of dis- 
posing of her property was in the hands of 
the Town Clerk of that town. That official 
proposed that the MS. should be put up to 
auction and knocked down to the higher bid- 
der, The firm of Ricordi began by offering 
2000 francs; whereupon the rival firm of Son- 
zogno offered three times as much, and, as 
Ricordi “passed,” the copyright has been 
secured for Mascagni, Sonzogno’s “nomina- 
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tion.” Let us hope that he may be well- 
inspired when he begins to work at the sub- 
ject. 

Not many books issue from the Paris presses 
at present, and, as a matter of course, nine- 
tenths of them relate to the war, directly or 
indirectly. There would seem to be a kind of 
fashion in war books—the particular streak 
that is most popular at present is the psycho- 


methods. Many French authors—and for that 
matter many English ones, too—argue that we 
ought to have known from the way the Hun 


duct himself in time of war. Post-facto 
prophecies by the “I-told-you-so” class of seer 
are not of much use except to act as warnings 
for the future, but if the German bagman is 
found overrunning all Europe a very few 
months after the war has ended, it will not be 
the fault of our literary advisers. 

One of the best written and most scathing 
attacks on German “Kultur” is “L’Allemagne 
devant lHumanité,” by Péladan (Fonlemoing). 
When I first knew him, twenty-five years ago, 
he called himself Sar Péladan, but whether 
that was a name or a title I cannot say. He 
was then the founder of a society of Rosicru- 
cians, and had collected round himself a band 
of young esthetes, who were going to reform 
the world by means of bad pictures and worse 
Paris, like Athens in the days of St. 
Paul, is ever seeking after some new thing, 
and the “mage”’—as he called himself—had 
some measure of success; perhaps owing to 
the fact that he was a handsome, young man, 
with a very serious and refined air. But the 
Rosicrucians made no lasting impression on 
the world, which continued to go its own way, 
and the Rosicrucians also went their own way 
—to the limbo of forgotten fantasies. Sar 
Péladan then gave me the impression of a 
young man who would do some good work 
when once he had freed himself from youthful 
follies and from the trammels of the skirts of 
female adorers, and I have therefore watched 
his career with some interest.

HOW TO SELL MORE BOOKS 
Milwaukee, Wis. 
Editor the PustisHers’ WEEKLY: 

The first thing to do to increase the sale 
of books is to make their sale more profitable 
and to encourage capital to invest in the book 
business. Present conditions repel capital be- 
cause the discounts do not permit sufficient 
margin to cover the selling expense and leave 


any profit: therefore the important thing to 
do is to grant larger discounts. With a 
maintained retail price and a minimum dis- 
count of forty per cent. there would be more 
and better books sold and more bookstores 
where one could buy them. 

There would be more books sold if pub- 
lishers would agree to send—according to the 
outlet which a bookstore has—new publications 
on an exchange basis. These might be sent 
for a limited period of thirty days, charges 
both ways to be paid by retailer, unsold 
copies in first class condition to be exchanged 
for other books of the same value. This ex- 
change privilege could be cancelled by pub- 
lisher in case of dealers who did not main- 
tain fixed price, which, in itself, would dis- 
courage price cutting and give the dealer 
a sure profit, as he would be protected against 
unsalable stock. The publisher would not 
get much stock returned as a dealer would 
have to be careful in ordering more than 
he could sell, since he would have to order 
in exchange stock of equal value to amount 
returned. This plan would give publishers 
a publicity almost equal to the periodical 
business, and their losses would be com- 
paratively slight as, on a thirty day exchange 
basis, the stock would be in good enough 
condition to send out as new, with new 
wrappers. 

A permanent display of the new books on 
tables in the public libraries with cards 
stating that they could be obtained at the 
bookstores—this display to be changed as the 
new books take the place of those published 
in the preceding month—would make the pub- 
lic library one of the best publicity mediums 
for advertising new books. I believe the libra- 
ries would be glad to take care of this dis- 
play. The books withdrawn from display 
could be sold to the trade at reasonable re- 
ductions from trade notes, on account of their 
being more or less handled... Such a display 
when sent to public libraries having a regular 
juvenile department could be divided into two 
separate displays. By acquiring the habit 
and love of reading when young, book read- 
ers are being developed into book buyers 
when they grow up.

POSTAL MATTERS 
SWEEPING CENSORSHIP LAW PROPOSED 
A swEEPING censorship bill, in the guise 

of periodical mail regulation, has been intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives (H.R. 


g1). It reads: 
49 ) A BILL 


To amend the Postal Laws. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That whenever a complaint in writ- 
ing shall be filed with the Postmaster-General that 
any publication making use of or being sent through 
the mails contains any article therein which tends to 
expose any race, creed, or religion to either hatred, 
contempt, ridicule, or obloquy, he shall forthwith 
cause an investigation to be made under his direction 
and shall within twenty days after receipt of such 
complaint, if the facts contained therein are true, 
make an order forbidding the further use of the mails 
to any such publication, but nothing herein contained 
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shall be deemed to prevent the Postmaster-General 
from restoring such use of the mails to any such 
publication whenever it shall be established to his 
satisfaction that the publication has ceased to print or 
publish such prohibited matter and given him Satis- 
factory assurance in writing that there will be no 
further repetition of the same. 


BILL PROPOSES THAT REPLY LETTERS AND 
POSTALS BE CARRIED WITHOUT PREPAY- 
MENT OF POSTAGE. 

WE have just received the full text of the 
following bill (H. R. 14947) introduced into 
the House of Representatives on April 22, 
1916, by Mr. Lloyd, of Missouri. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Post Office 
and Post Roads and ordered to be printed and 
so far as we have been able to learn nothing 

further has been done regarding it: 

“That all letters and postal cards sent in 
response to requests for replies shall be car- 
ried in the mails and delivered to the persons 
addressed without prepayment of postage, as 
hereinafter provided. That any person desir- 
ing to avail himself of the privilege of receiv- 
ing such letters and postal cards shall deposit 
with the Postmaster General of the United 
States, or such postmasters as he may desig- 
nate, a sum of money, to be fixed by the Post- 
master Gencral, sufficient to equal the amount 
of first-class postage required on said letters 
and postal cards to be carried. Upon receipt 
of such deposit the Postmaster General or the 
postmaster shall issue to the person making 
the deposit a numbered permit authorizing 
the purchase from the Post Office Department 
of such number of unstamped envelopes and 
postal cards as may be required, at a price 
to be fixed by the Postmaster General. Each 
of such envelopes and cards shall have printed 
on its face the address to which it is to be 
returned, the number of the permit, and the 
words ‘Prepaid postage not required. Void 
if address is changed.’ In addition to the 
deposit of money the purchaser shall furnish 
a bond in form and substance as prescribed 
by the Postmaster General conditioned for 
the payment, upon notice from the postmaster 
at the office of delivery, of the usual rate of 
postage on all such letters and cards as shall 
be carried in the mails, within such time and 
under such regulations as the Postmaster 
General may prescribe. In the event of de- 
fault in payment of any such postage the 
amount thereof shall be deducted from the 
deposit, and the letters and cards covered by 
such postage be delivered to the addressee 
in the usual manner. The permit herein 
authorized may be renewed from time to time 
so long as the original deposit shall remain 
or be kept intact, and any such deposit may 
be returned and any such bond canceled when 
no longer required, under such conditions as 
the Postmaster General may presrcibe.” 


CUSTOMS DECISIONS 
BOUND VOLUMES OF NEWSPAPERS NOT 
ENTITLED TO FREE ENTRY 
A CASE of interest to importers of books, 
newspapers and periodicals came before the 
U. S. General: Appraisers in New York City 
on June 30 when an importer appealed from 
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a fifteen per cent. duty on a number of bound 
volumes of the London Times. It was claimed 
that said articles were properly entitled to free 
entry under the following provision in para- 
graph 556 of the act of 1913: 


Newspapers and periodicals; but the term “peri- 
odicals” as herein used shall be understood to em 
brace only unbound or paper-covered publications 
issued within six months of the time of entry, 
devoted to current literature of the day, or con- 
taining current literature as a predominant feature, 
and issued regularly at stated periods, as weekly, 
monthly, or quarterly, and bearing the date of issue. 


Following the decision of Judge Somerville 
in G. A. 376 in 1883 that “the uniform ruling 
of the Treasury Department for years past, 
based on the opinion of the United States 
Attorney General, has been to hold publica- 
tions of this kind, bound in stiff covers in book 
form, to be dutiable as ‘books,’ on the ground 
that they have lost their character as period- 
icals and become books within the meaning 
of that word in the tariff law,” the appraiser 
held in the present case that “newspaper sheets 
having been bound into books are ceftainly no 
longer newspapers. They are more; they are 
books of newspapers; they have lost their 
original identity as newspapers and have be- 
come for all purposes books.” 

Counsel for the importers argued that a 
reading of paragraph 556, quoted above, will 
plainly show that Congress expressly refrained 
from limiting the scope of the provision for 
newspapers, and that any qualifying language 
contained in said paragraph was intended to 
he confined solely to periodicals. The ap- 
praiser held, however, that the qualifying lan- 
guage used by Congress in connection with 
the term “periodicals” is indicative of the fact 
that it was the legislative purpose to adopt the 
judicial interpretation of the word “book” as 
enunciated in the board’s ruling in G. A. 379, 
supra. This it virtually did in limiting the 
term “periodicals” to publications of the un- 
bound or paper-covered class. It is a well- 
recognized fact that periodicals are invariably 
stitched together with thread or with wire, 
and that they are therefore in a sense a species 
of book. Congress, however, evidently in- 
tended to remove all possible question and 
hence restricted the term periodicals to in- 
clude only such as have not been bound into 
book form. Concerning the term “newspapers,” 
any such restriction or limitation was deemed 
wholly unnecessary, inasmuch as newspaper 
sheets are always loose and a congressional! 
definition thereof would consequently be en- 
tirely superfluous. 

The volumes were held to be correctly 
assessed under paragraph 329 at 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. (T. D. 36543—90.A.7933.) 


BOOKS CONTAINING ELEMENTARY MUSICA. 

EXERCISES AND IMPORTANT INSTRUCTIONS 

IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE ENTITLED TO FREE 
ENTRY. 

Tue U. S. General Appraisers in New York 
City reversed the decision of a collector of 
customs on June 26, deciding that books which 
contain in addition to the notes of the music 
a considerable amount of text printed in a 
language other than English, the printed text

constituting a very significant and important 
feature of the work, are properly classifiable 
as “books * * * printed wholly or chiefly 
in languages other than English,” and as such 
free of duty under paragraph 426 of the act 
of 1913, as claimed by the importers, rather 
than dutiable at the rate of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 329 of said act as 
“music in books or sheets,” as classified by 
the collector. “It may well be,” said the ap- 
praiser in ruling on the appeal, “and all 
examination of the books actually discloses it 
to be the fact, that in so far as the printing 
is concerned the music notes greatly predomi- 
nate over the printed words of instruction. 
But inasmuch as it is also perfectly evident 
that the books are designed solely and pri- 
marily as books of instruction in the use of 
the instruments named, we are satisfied that 
such instructions are of the utmost importance 
to the students for whom the books are in- 
tended. Clearly the books are intended for 
beginners on said instruments, and without the 
words of instruction would be utterly useless 
for the purpose for which they were printed.” 

The books were granted free entry. (T. D. 
36539—G. A. 7929.) 

COPYRIGHT NOTES 
ALLEGED PLAGIARISM NOT FOUND _IN 
BOBBS-MERRILL SUIT AGAINST PHOTO-PLAY 
COMPANY 

Tue Bobbs-Merrill Company brought a suit 
in equity against the Equitable Motion Pic- 
tures Corporation and another for a prelimi- 
nary injunction restraining the production of 
a motion picture photo-play which they claimed 
was an infringement of their novel, “Fran.” 
Judge Mayer, of the U. S. District Court for 
the Southern District of New York, in his 
opinion (232 F. R. 791) summarizes at some 
length the plots of “Fran” and the photo-play, 
“A Circus Romance,” and quotes at some 
length from the affidavit of Bettie T. Fitz- 
gerald of Gadsden, Ala., the author of the lat- 
ter, in which affidavit the author outlines in 
some detail the local sources of her plot. 

Judge Mayer concludes: “There may be 
several questions in the case, but at the thresh- 
old is the issue of originality. ; 

“While, in the case at bar, there are some 
marked similarities, the question of infringe- 
ment is by no means clear, in view of the 
common sources; i. ¢., the theme of the de- 
serted wife, etc., ‘Polly of the Circus,’ and the 
incidents at Gadsden (typical of a _ small 
town), in respect of which there is no reason 
to doubt the truth of Miss Fitzgerald’s state- 
ments. In other words, whatever may be the 
ultimate result, the case is not one justifying a 
preliminary injunction. Especially is-this view 
confirmed when there is nothing to show 
irreparable injury pendente lite. Plaintiff's 
play is not being produced, and the picture 
surely will not hurt the sale of the novel for 
the present. 

“Motion denied.” 

LVES REPRODUCTION 

ENGLISH SAOEN SAS LIVING PICTURES. 

A unique English copyright action, Brad- 
bury, Agnew & Co., Ltd. v. Day, involved the 
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use by a music-hall agent of certain copy- 
righted cartoons in Punch as a basis for an 
exhibition of living pictures or tableaux 
vivants. The management of the London 
Hippodrome, according to the English Author, 
had been exhibiting these cartoons with the 
permission of the plaintiffs in the form of 
tableaux as part of a revue called “Business 
as Usual,” at the Hippodrome, and had en- 
tered into an arrangement with the defendant, 
Day, under which Day was to produce the 
entire revue in the provinces, and had leased 
to Day the properties required to produce the 
tableaux as exhibited at the London Hippo- 
drome. 

As soon as the plaintiffs discovered that 
the tableaux were being produced in the prov- 
inces they protested to the management of 
the London Hippodrome, with the result that 
instructions were given to discontinue the 
exhibition in the provinces. Day thereupon 
directed that the tableaux should be altered, 
but as they were highly successful and he did 
not want to go to the éxpense of getting new 
properties, he desired the tableaux to be 
altered as little as possible. The question to 
be decided by the Court was whether the 
alterations made had or had not avoided in- 
fringement. It was admitted that prior to the 
alterations an infringement had been com- 
mitted. 

According to the Court, the copyright law 
protects the particular form in which the idea 
is embodied, whatever be the medium in 
which it is expressed. It is this embodiment 
which is the subject of copyright; for, though 
the idea be not original, to copy the embodi- 
ment of the idea or any substantial part of 
such embodiment is to infringe copyright ; and 
though an idea, even if it be original, may be 
adopted, yet if the embodiment or a substantial 
part of the embodiment of the idea be not 
copied there will be no infringement of copy- 
right. The question of fact to be decided was 
whether these tableaux or any of them were 
reproductions in material form of the whole 
or a substantial part of the original cartoons.” 

A typical cartoon was one originally pub- 
lished in Punch in 1890, called “Dropping the 
Pilot,” by Sir John Tenniel, and reproduced 
in Punch in October, 1914. It depicted the 
young Kaiser wearing the Imperial crown, his 
head and shoulders appearing over the bul- 
warks of the ship of state (a portion only of 
which was visible), gazing down at Bismarck 
in the garb of a pilot, descending by the com- 
panion ladder into a boat. The tableau, as 
altered, depicted the entire ship of state in the 
background apparently on the rocks. In the 
foreground is the Kaiser wearing the Imperial 
crown, his head and shoulders appearing 
above a rock as though he were struggling 
to land from the sea. Bismarck, in pilot's 
clothes, is standing on the rock regarding the 
Kaiser below him with apparent indifference. 
The tableau was entitled “Shipwreck.” The 
judge held that the scene represented by the 
tableau was the sequel to that depicted by the 
cartoon. The bare fact of the combination 
of the Kaiser and a ship and Bismarck in 
the character of a pilot, however, could not 
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be the subject of copyright. In the two repre- 
sentations the two chief figures were in differ- 
ent attitudes, playing different parts, and in 
each the idea and the embodiment were differ- 
ent. The judge said that he had no doubt 
that, but for the Punch cartoons, the tableaux 
would never have been produced. The one 
suggested the other. He held, however, in 
this as well as the other cartoons, that there 
was no infringement. 


CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS REVERSES 

DECISION OF LOWER COURT IN CASE 

INVOLVING ALLEGED VIOLATION OF AU- 
THOR’S CONTRACT 

IF AN AUTHOR makes a five-year contract 
bestowing the “sole and exclusive publishing 
rights of all compositions” by him upon a 
given publisher; if, contrary to this contract, 
he bestows the publishing rights of a given 
composition upon another publisher; can 
publisher number one be stopped by publisher 
number two, under claim of copyright in- 
fringement, from publishing and marketing 
the composition in question? The District 
Court, S. D., New York, decided that no in- 
junction should issue against publisher num- 
ber one since publisher number two did not 
“come blameless into a court of equity.” 
(See 222 Federal Reporter 581; also 
PusBLisHERS’ WEEKLY, July 10, 1915.) The 
case was appealed to the Circuit Court, of 
Appeals, Second Circuit, and on December 
14, 1915, after a hearing before Judges La- 
combe, Ward and Rogers, the last named 
handed down a decision reversing the order 
junction pendente lite. (229 F. R., 42.) Plain- 
tiffs in the case were T. B. Harms & Francis, 
Day & Hunter; defendant Stern, e¢ al. 

This second decision turned on another 
decision, an earlier decision rendered in the 
Supreme Court of New York in an action 
which the defendants in the present case 
brought against Romberg, the author involved 
in the present case, for an alleged breach 
of the same contract. Plaintiff asked for an 
injunction to restrain the defendants “from 
producing, performing, or publishing any 
composition written by Romberg and deliv- 
ered to the Shubert Theatrical Company and 
Jacob J. Shubert.” It also sought, according 
to the affidavit presented to the court below, 
the specific performance of the contract of 
August 11, 1913. The counsel for the de- 
fendants in that action moved to dismiss 
the complaint, and the motion was granted 
on November 10, 1914; the court made the 
following conclusion: 

“The defendants’ motion to dismiss the complaint 
upon the ground that the contract is inequitable 
and that it lacks mutuality of obligations and 
remedy must be granted, and the complaint must 
be dismissed, with costs. 

“Let judgment be entered accordingly.” 

“So long as judgment remains unreversed,” 
said Judge Rogers in the present case, “it 
estops the defendants from claiming that they 


possess any equitable rights under the con- 
tract.” 


According to the contract in question: 


“The said Sigmund Romberg did duly sell, assign, 
transfer, and set over, and vest in the defendants, 
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the sole and exclusive right to print, publish, and 
sell all compositions which he might write during 
the period of five years from the date of the said 
agreement, and wherein and whereby the said Sig- 
mund Romberg did further set over unto the de- 
fendants herein the copyright and the right to 
recopyright all the compositions which the said 
Sigmund Romberg might write during the period 
of the said agreement in order that the defendants 
might thereby protect the publishing rights vested 
in them by the said agreement, and that by virtue 
of the aforesaid agreements the defendants duly 
became the sole owners and proprietors of the 
exclusive right to print, publish, and sell each and 
every work composed by the said Sigmund Rom- 
berg during the period of the aforesaid agreement 
and of the copyright in and to each and every of 
such work and of the right to copyright and recopy- 
right the same.” 

Commenting upon this contract and his 
ruling upon it, Judge Rogers said: “It would 
seem that an agreement made by an author 
assigning his interest in any future musical 
composition he might compose, if supported 
by a valuable consideration and limited in 
time, is as much entitled to be specifically 
enforced as agreements made by a patentee 
who assigns all future improvements on a 
patented device. Mississippi Glass Co. vs. 
Franzen, 143 Fed. 510, 74 C. C. A. 135, 6 Ann. 
Cas. 707 (1906)). And see Birkery Mfg. Co. 
vs. Jones, 71 Conn. 113, 40 Atl. 917 (1808). 
Such an agreement, it may be conceded, 
might be invalid if an author undertook for 
a present consideration to give an exclusive 
right in all writings which he might at any 
time in the future produce. Such an agree- 
ment might be contrary to public policy and 
void, just as an agreement by an inventor 
transferring to another a right in all inven- 
tions he might at any time thereafter make 
might be void. Aspinwall Mfg. Co. ws. Gill 
(C. C.) 32 Fed. 607 (1887). But in this case 
the composer Romberg was to be paid royal- 
ties on his compositions as they were pro- 
duced and sold, so that the incentive to pro- 
duce was not taken away, and the contract 
was not unlimited in time. We do not, how- 
ever, decide any of these questions now, and 
it is not important to the defendants how 
this court might have decided them if the 
defendants were not estopped from presenting 
them by the New York judgment.”

OBITUARY NOTES 

Joun Henry Cook, president of G. W. Dil- 
lingham & Company, 432 E. 24th Street, 
N. Y., died at his residence, 320 St. Nicholas 
Avenue, N. Y., of Bright’s disease, on July 
22nd, and was buried from St. Mary’s Church, 
Manhattan. In the passing of Mr. Cook an 
interesting figure in the book publishing busi- 
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ness world and and a genial soul has gone to 
his rest. Mr. Cook was born in London, Eng- 
land, in 1840, and came to this country with 
his parents when a mere child. They settled 
near Quincy, Ill., on a farm. Like so many 
more of his kind, the aspiring nature of young 
Cook rebelled at work on a farm, and with a 
band of young men, energetic and enterpris- 
ing, they crossed the plains, making their way 
to Pike’s Peak. Cook was captured by the 
Indians, but making his escape, made his way 
to Omaha, Neb. There he learned the trade 
of carriage maker. In 1862 he joined the 
119th Ill. Infantry and served to the close of 
the war. For conspicuous bravery at Battle 
of Pleasant Hill, La., April 9, 1864, he re- 
ceived a medal of honor from Congress. After 
the war, he opened a newsstand and book 
store in St. Louis, Mo. He sold out in 1873 
and came to New York City. From 1873 to 
1879 he was traveling salesman for D. Apple- 
ton & Co., Routledge & Sons, and Benziger 
Brothers. Sometime during 1880 Mr. Cook 
joined the firm of Geo. Dillingham, and with 
the death of Mr. G. W. Dillingham in 1896, 
the firm was incorporated with the name of 
G. W. Dillingham & Co. with J. H. Cook as 
president. This position he actively retained 
until November, 1915, when the illness of 
which he died first showed itself and drove 
him to the milder climate of Florida, the 
home of his son-in-law, Archdeacon Wyllie. 
He attempted to return to New York in the 
spring, but grew steadily worse and died 
July 22d. 

Sir Witt1aAmM Ramsay, for many years Eng- 
land’s leading chemist, died in’ England on 
July 23 in his sixty-fifth year. Perhaps his 
most notable work was done in the transmu- 
tation of metals. In 1907, he announced that 
he had succeeded in producing a copper com- 
pound from sodium, lithium, and potassium by 
the use of radium, a discovery without parallel 
in the field of chemistry. He has since con- 
tinued his experiments with gold and other 
substances, but the results of these experi- 
ments have not as yet been given to the world. 
Sir William visited this country about a 
year ago. During his visit here he gave a 
number of lectures, those given in Boston 
under the auspices of the Lowell Institute at- 
tracting much attention. Before returning to 
England he spoke publicly on the great waste 
in this country, where many millions of dol- 
lars of byproducts were thrown away, all of 
which might be used to add to the wealth of 
the nation. Sir William received many hon- 
ors, perhaps the greatest being that of the 
Nobel Prize in Chemistry. He was the author 
of the following published books and papers: 
“Essays Biographical and Chemical,” 1909; 
“Experimental Proofs of Chemical Theory for 
Beginners”; “Gases of the Atmosphere: his- 
tory of their discovery”; “Introduction to 
the Study of Physical Chemistry,” 1904; 
“Kinetic Theory of Gases and Some of Its 
Consequences,” 1809; “Modern Chemistry,” 
1901; “Present Problems of Inorganic Chem- 
istry,” 1905; “Recently Discovered Gases and 
Their Relation to the Periodic Law,” 1899; 





“Some Suggestions Regarding Solutions,” 
1893; “Elements and Electrons,” 1912; (with 
J: W. Rayleigh) “Argon, a New Constituent 
of the Atmosphere,” 1896

Tue Cercce-BIBLIOTHEQUE FRANCO-BELGE, 
14, Rue Latafue, Pau, Basses Pyrénées, France, 
has been established in the interests of Belgian 
refugee booksellers, of whom there are a con- 
siderable number at Pau. 


THE INTEREST in Germany in the Turkish 
language has caused the German Book Trades 
Association to arrange for courses in the study 
of Turkish—one for master printers and the 
other for employees. 


Tue DutcH Master Booxsinpers’ ASSOCIA- 
TION, at a meeting held last month, decided 
that the prices of all binding work, other 
than in leather, must be raised by from 20 to 
25 per cent., and of leather binding by 30 to 
35 per cent. 


SINCE JANUARY 1255 newspapers and other 
periodicals published in Germany have gone 
out of business, according to the German Post 
Office list quoted by the Brunswick Landeszei- 
tung of April12. The total number of period- 
icals discontinued since the war began is 3000, 


according to the report referred to in a re- | 


cent issue of Commerce Reports of Washing- 
ton. 


IN THE SEARCH for copper for military pur- 
poses a notable find was made in the Dietrich 
Reimer publishing house at Berlin. Twelve 
copper plates illustrating Goethe’s “Faust,” 
which had long been thought to be lost or de- 
stroyed, were brought to light. They were 
engraved by F. Ruschenweyh, after drawings 
by Cornelius, and the prints from them had 
become rare and much sought for. 


UNDER THE Trading with the Enemy Amend- 
ment Act, 1916, the British Board of Trade 
has required the winding up, among a num- 
ber of others, of the following concerns: 
Bronzefarbenwerke Aktiengesellschaft, alu- 
minum and bronze powder manufacturers; 
Ernest Nister, publisher and color printer ; the 
Eastern Paper Company, fancy-paper manu- 
facturers; Franz Hanfstaengl, fine-art pub- 
lisher; Paul Suss, Christmas-card publisher. 


THe GERMAN COMMISSION having in hand 
the work of distributing reading-matter among 
the soldiers on the field and in the hospitals, 
and which has already distributed over five and 
one-half million books and from two to three 
times as many periodicals and brochures, made 
arrangements for a general book collection 
in the week of May 28 to June 3. Such a 
collection a year ago resulted in the bringing 
in of about a million donations of books and 
periodicals. 

Accorpinc to the British and Colonial 
Printer. and Stationer, there is now a well 
organized movement in Great Britain to secure 
the immediate adoption in that country of 
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the decimal system of coinage and weights 
and measures. The handicap in securing new 
foreign trade, with nine-tenths of the world 
on the decimal basis, is the prime argument in 
the propaganda, and it is pointed out that in 
the even keener trade competition after the 
war this added handicap may prove ruinous. 
Tue PusiisHers’ ASSOCIATION OF THE NETH- 
ERLANDS decided at its last meeting to organize 
an annual fair for the book-trade similar to

A MOVEMENT IS NOW POPULAR in German 
business circles to suppress all unnecessary 
terms in business correspondence, such as the 


| introductory phrase “Sir,” “Sirs,” “Gentlemen,” 
| and the concluding phrases, “Yours truly,” 


“With the assurance of,” etc. To that end 


| certain firms attach slips to their correspon- 


| dence requesting the recipient to reciprocate 
| in this matter. 


The elimination of saluta- 
tions and closing phrases has also been adopt- 
ed by some firms in the United States, and has 
been the intra-departmental method of the 
Department of Commerce for a year. 


JAPAN’S BOOK IMPORTATIONS have suffered 
some derangement from the all-pervading ef- 
fects of the war, according to The Dial. The 
Japan Times reports that whereas formerly 
one-quarter of these importations came from 
Germany, forty per cent. from England, twen- 
ty-three per cent. from America, and the re- 
mainder from France and other countries, now 
the German importations have entirely ceased, 
with a corresponding increase in English, 
French, and Russian imported literature. The 
languages and literatures of France and Rus- 
sia are being studied more than before the 
Tokyo School of Foreign Languages showing 
this tendency in a marked degree. 


A wRITER in the English Advertiser's 
Weekly regards the paper famine in England 
as artificial, and, so far as present stocks are 
concerned, merely a wicked anticipation of 
conditions that might be expected after three 
or four war-years. “Some opinions state,” he 
says, “there is a two years’ supply of paper- 
making material in this country, taking into 
consideration the restriction, and that the pa- 
permakers are exploiting the newspapers and 
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the advertisers—on the principle of making 
hay while the sun shines. If the war ends 
this summer, I prophecy paper will be so cheap 
that all the hay made by these patriotic paper- 
savers will rot before it can be garnered.” 

THE EXPECTATION IN Russia that the paper 
crisis would soon pass has not been realized. 
The mills, which could supply all demands if 
worked to their capacity, are not working 
full time. Their possible production is 12,- 
000,000 poods of paper and cardboard per 
year, and their total requirements in raw ma- 
terial, excluding coal, amount to 21,000,000 
poods. Manufacturers are clamoring for coal 
and some have left off its use and turned to 
wood. The paper factory connected with the 
Japanese Government printing works will un- 
dertake the production of rag paper to the 
extent of 275,000 kilogrammes on Russian 
account. 

An OrpdER IN Councit recently issued pro- 
vides that: “No person shall by word of 
mouth or in writing or in any newspaper, 
periodical, book, circular, or other printed pub- 
lication, spread false reports or make false 
statements; or spread reports or make state- 
ments likely to cause dissaffection to his Ma- 
jesty or to interfere with the success of his 
forces or of the forces of any of his Allies; 
or spread reports or make statements likely to 
prejudice the recruiting, training, discipline, 
or administration of any of his Majesty’s 
forces.” This is censorship with a vengeance 
and was no doubt the cause of the recent sup- 
pression of Mary Roberts Rinehart’s latest 
book in England. 

UNDER THE FreNCH LAW of May 11, 1916, 
the following are some of the articles de luxe 
which are forbidden entry into France: 

Binding cases in cardboard, cloth, leather or 
linen; engravings, photos, photo reproductions, 
lithographs in black or colors, chromos (like 
toy books of “Buster Brown” album), labels, 
drawings, calendars, Christmas cards, post 
cards in black or color, commercial advertise- 
ments, catalogues, stamps or photo albums 
(either bound or unbound); photos, except 
those of a documentary or artistic character ; 
photo reproductions of any kind in sheets or 
cut in cards, menus, &c.; leather goods, such as 
purses, pocketbooks, writing cases, books 
bound in full leather (Half and quarter 
bound books are apparently admitted) ; photo 
and news albums in leather, paper, wood, cloth, 
plain or colored cardboard; loose leaves of 
sheets for album collection, as above; gilt 
articles, such as gilt pens; games, toys, sport- 
ing articles, paper decorations, tapestry, needle- 
work frames.
